THE STATE OF NEW HAMPSHIRE. 


To the inhabitants of the town of Sunapee in the county of 
Sullivan, in said State, qualified to vote in town affairs: — 


You are hereby notified to meet at I. O. O. F. Banquet Hall 
in said’ town on Tuesday, the ninth day of March next, at nine of 
the clock in the forenoon, to act upon the following subjects: 


Article 1. To choose a Town Clerk for the year ensuing. 


Art. 2. To hear the reports of the Town Treasurer, board of 
Selectmen, Water Commissioners, Auditors, Agents and Committees 
or other officers heretofore chosen and pass any vote relating thereto. 

Art. 3. To choose three Selectmen, Town ‘Treasurer, and 
Road Agents, not to exceed three for the year ensuing. 

Art. 4. To choose a Collector of Taxes and all other necessary 
town officers and agents for the year ensuing. 


Art. 5. To see what sum of money the town will raise to pay 
outstanding debts and interest on its Water Bonds. 

Art. 6. ‘To see what sum of money the town will raise to de- 
fray town charges for the year ensuing. 

Art. 7. To see what sum of money the town will raise to re- 
pair highways and bridges for the year ensuing. 

Art. 8. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for the maintenance of its public Library. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will vote to set aside one thousand 
dollars from the receipts of our water works for the past year as 
the beginning of a sinking fund for redeeming bonds now outstand- 
ing on said water works, when they become due, also to set aside 
each year following, a like sum, more or less as the town may elect 
for the above named purpose. 

Art. 10. To see what sum of money the town will raise and 
appropriate for electric lights for the year ensuing.

Report of Board of Health 


During the year ending February 15, 1909 there has been re- 
ported to this board one case of diphtheria and one case of scarlet 
fever, both of which were promptly quarantined and given close 
attention and the homes disinfected at the proper time. In the 
diphtheria home, two books were burned belonging to the town li- 
brary, No. 1418 and No. 402. In the scarlet fever case, five books 
were burned belonging to the school and several belonging to the 
family that we might feel assured that the fumigation would prove 
effectual. ‘There have been two deaths in town of tuberculosis 
and these homes have been disinfected as is now required by law. 

We appreciate the work done by private parties in the construc- 
tion of a sewer from a point near Charles Howe’s to the river that 
accommodates those along the line. We also appreciate the inter- 
est shown by the Lake Sunapee Protective Corporation in protect- 
ing the lake from polution from which the town take their water 
supply, and we urge that the town give the Corporation their 
earnest support in carrying forward this work which is of great 
value to Sunapee. 

The Secretary of this board was petitioned by the Corporation 
to act as its Sanitary Inspector for the lake during the season of 
1908, and his report of the work done, which was given at the 
annual meeting of the Corporation at Soo Nipi Park Lodge, may 
be seen in the report of the State Board of Health for 1907 and 
1908. | 

There were constructed on the shores of the lake last season, 
52 cesspools, and other changes made that brought the number of 
corrections to 114. Louis Davis of Sunapee, at the suggestion of 
the Secretary, has provided himself with an up-to-date cesspool 
cleaning outfit and will clean any cesspool about the lake at short 
notice and at a reasonable expense.

Chief Engineer’s Report 


of Fire Department 


In submitting this annual report we will say that the property 
and apparatus of the Department of the town is in good condition 
as far as we can tell, and ready at any time to go when it is needed. 
The town has had one quite serious fire during the past year, but it 
was outside of the fire limits and the Department could not save the 
buildings, yet it did good work in keeping it from spreading and 
thus prevented a serious conflagration. The fire alarm system has 
proved in the past year that it is a great addition to the efficiency 
of the Department besides the reduction in cost of insurance. 


There have been six alarms given during the past year: one 
at George’s Mills for grass fire with no loss, and five at Sunapee. 
April 27, brush fire on Chase St., no damage; May 13, brush fire 
near Pulp Mill, no damage; July 26, three cottages on Lake Ave., 
loss $3,200 00, insurance, $2,000 00; October 15, forest fire on 
land of Seth 8S. Davis and Mrs. McCloud, damage $150 00. 


The town was very fortunate in not having any extensive forest 
fires during the long drought of the past season. It would mean 
a great loss to the town to get one started around the lake and we 
would recommend that the town try to get the towns of Newbury 
and New London interested in getting better protection for the 
valuable property around the lake. 


In the past year the Department suffered a great loss in the 
death of Asst. Engineer Herbert J. Wiggins. He was very much 
interested in-the welfare of the Department and was liked by all 
who knew him. 

Hoping that the town will have a fewer number of alarms in 
the year to come, and that each member will try to keep the De- 
partment to a high state of efficiency and prove to the town that 
it is a valuable adjunct in time of need.

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School Report 


To roe INHABITANTS OF THE ScHoon Disrricr oF SUNAPEER. 


During the year just closing, there have been no changes 
among our teachers at the Center School. We are gratified to 
report the high grade of work being done in the various depart- 
ments. 

Beginning with the present school year, we deemed it advis- 
able to close the Wendall school and transfer the children to our 
Center School. This is one of the perplexing problems of dis- 
trict school life. How to realize the greatest degree of efficiency 
with the necessitated limited facilities. This problem is being 
solved throughout the State by the method of centralization, where- 
ever practicable, and we believe with no small degree of success. 

‘The school year opened at No. 1 with Miss Grace Lovejoy as 
teacher, who resigned at the close of the fall term. We were 
exeeedingly fortunate in procuring Miss Gertrude E. Smith of 
Springfield, Vt. to fill the vacancy caused by the resignation of 
Miss Lovejoy. Miss Smith has proven herself a teacher of tact 
and ability. There being no children of school age in the Coi- 
lins district, we were compelled to move that school to old No. 6. 


The teacher, Miss Melanie Felch, gave excellent satisfaction 


in every respect. The work at George’s Mills was interrupted 
a short time before the Christmas vacation by the appearance of one 
case of scarlet fever. Owing to extreme caution taken to prevent 


its spread, no other cases were reported. 
Your committee has added this year an additional grade, 
making now eleven grades. This grade in the main has been suc-

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cessful, but we hope to make it more efficient the coming year. 


We are sure the success of the music in the school, under the 
direction of Mrs. Ella M. Smith, needs no further comment from 
your committee than this, that no similar amount of money ex- 
pended has brought such satisfactory results. 


Believing our Center building inadequately protected by in- 
surance, we urgently recommend that steps be taken immediately 
towards a larger protection by insurance. 

We are pleased to note the interest among our teachers con- 
cerning the State examination, the successful passing of which en- 
titles them to a State certificate. This will mean a higher grade 
of teachers throughout New Hampshire. 

It is the earnest endeavor of your committee to place your 
schools second to none througtout the country districts of the State.
